As a result of police repression the majority of the political cadres of the PCE 
in Spain have teen destroyed. The Party no longer offers political epnusition 
to the FRAFCN rerime,. 


The “adrid area is the only sector in which the PCE displays any activi. How- 
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ever, the Party is experiencing some difficulty in persuading ex-guerrillas 
to go to the Madrid area, because the police there are more alert than in 
other areas. The efforts of the Party in Madrid consist mainly of the 
distribution of propaganda and the publication of Mundo Obrero. Activities 
in Madrid are »nder the direction of Enrique LISTER For jane 


The Communist guerrilla organization in Galicia has been effectively 
destroyed by the police. Ninety per cent of the guerrillas who operated in 
Galieia belonged to the PCT. The other ten per cent were supported by the 
Party. A woman teacher in Lugo known to the guerrillas as Senorita LOPEZ 
eontrolled the non-Comunist guerrillas. She had been chosen for the post 
by the Communist leader Santiago CARRILLO Solares. Police penetration of 
the narty in Galicia was attributed to her, as was similar penetration in 
other localities to other CARRILLO appointees, 


fhe PCE is seriously disturbed by the activities of the COMORERA faction of 
the PSUC, Until a short time ago a portion of the funds at the disposal of 
the PCF came from Catalan nationals in Montevideo, Uruguay. ‘Subsequently, 
Joan COMORERA Soler persuaded the Catalans in Uruguay to put their funds at 
his disposal, COMORERA ia carrying out sim¥lar negotiations with Catalan 
nationals in Mexico,
